One man was reported in criti­ 
cal condition 
in St.

hospital at Cairo while seven 
others are reported in serious 
condition. 
Those injured include I. B. 
Pope, who is in critical condition, 
J* T. Price and two sons, George 
Turner. Burt Halbrook, Cotton 
Davis and Irelna Hall. 
Flaming oil from the explod­ 
ing tank, which was lying under 
the smouldering 
ruins 
of 
the 
company, spewed some 75 feet 
into the air, according to w it­ 
nesses, and traveled almost a 
quarter-mile area 
around 
the 
company grounds spraying those 
in the vicinity with burning oil. 


Fire which started early last 
night destroyed most of the East 
Prairie Milling Company plant at 
East Prairie last night causing an 
estimated $100,000 in damage to 
the buildings and contents. 
The estimate of the damage was 
made today by Nina Nelson, man­ 
ager of the concern, who also 
stated that the 
buildings 
were 
partially insured. 
The towering flames shooting up 
hundreds of feet above the 70-foot 
elevator 
provided a 
spectacular 
sight for miles around the area.

The blaze, the origin of which 
is still unknown, was discovered 
at 6 p. m. yesterday.

Prairie volunteer fire department 
called to the scene, requested help 
from Charleston an|* one Char­ 
leston truck was dispatched to the 
scene.

Korean troops punched 20 miles 
deeper into Communist North Ko­ 
rea today on the east coast while 
other Allied forces massed for 
the expected big push to the Red 
heartland. 
The

were more than 75 miles beyond 
parallel 38, the border where they 
had crossed into enemy territory 
last Sunday. 
Arrayed below 
the 
boundary 
was the bulk of the poised 175,000 
United Nations troops. 
Air and 
Naval support was at the ready 
for an offensive. 
Another vise apparently was be­ 
ing forged to crush the remnants 
of the 
reeling 
Reds—officially 
estimated by MacArthur’s head­ 
quarters to have suffered 200,- 
000 casualties since their June 25 
invasion. 
War Prisoners. 
Forty thousand of the Red man­ 
power losses were listed as war 
prisoners of the Allies. 
The other casualties admittedly 
included some duplications. This 
means a man might have been 
wounded, removed and then re­ 
turned to battle, wounded again 
and pressed into action again. 
A MacArthur spokesman de­ 
clined to speculate on how many 
of the Red casualties were dead 
men. 
The Reds’ heaviest losses of men 
—and material—have 
been suf­ 
fered since Sept. 15 when the Al­ 
lies leaped to the offensive cli­ 
maxed by the liberation of Seoul 
and entrapment of Red divisions 
in the south. 
Of the 40,000 Communist pris­ 
oners-of-war, 14,028 were listed as 
taken in three days this week.

old high-cost areas. 
The newer cotton territory of 
the Southwest and W est in recent 
years has been raising enormous 
quantities of cotton. It can expand 
its output still further, producing 
a large part of the cotton consum­ 
ed in the United States and sold 
abroad in ordinary years. 
Tli is year, however, the growers 
voted to return pari w ay to the old 
prewar allotments and marketing 
juotas in order to obtain govern­ 
ment ; rice supports for their sur­ 
plus. 
As it turned out, farmers in the 
old cotton belt failed to plant 2.- 
500,0(10 of the acres allotted them 
because of the high price of pick­ 
ing cotton by hand and their shift­ 
ing over to peanuts and other 
crops. The nation’s cotton produc­ 
tion this year w ill run 30 percent 
less than use. But, thanks to the

Obviously, the old cotton belt 
w ill not produce sufficient. It is 
highly important to give the new 
c »tton belt additional quotas. 
The law calls for a gradual tran­ 
sition which w ill let the newer 
cotton sections develop more of 
their capacity. This move toward 
cheaper cotton should mean prog­ 
ress and m view of the Korean 
crisis, which adds to burdens on 
consumers, it would be well to 
look at the law again with a view 
to speeding the shift to lower-cost 
production. — C hristian Science 
Monitor.

American cotton prices w ill be 
bolstered substantially this year as 
a result of keeping nearly 4,000,000 
acres in the new low-cost cotton 


sections of the Southwest and West 
out of production under the acre­ 
age controls of the Agricultural 
Act of 1049. Much of this cut was 
made for the benefit of the old 
South, where it costs more to grow’ 
cotton. But fortunately, recent leg­ 
islation 
provides 
for a 
gradual 
shift of the quotas away from the 
old high-cost areas. 
The newer cotton territory of 
the Southwest and West in recent 
years has been raising enormous 
quantities of cotton. It can expand 
its output still further, producing 
a large part of the cotton consum­ 
ed in the United States and sold 
abroad in ordinary years. 
This year, however, the growers 
voted to return part way to the old 
prewar allotments and marketing 
iuotns in order to obtain govern­ 
ment price supports for their sur­ 
plus. 
As it turned out, farmers in the 
old cotton belt failed to plant 2.- 
500,(>00 of the acres allotted them 
because of the high price of pick­ 
ing cotton by hand and their shift­ 
ing over to peanuts and other 
crops. The nation’s cotton produc­ 
tion this year w ill run 30 percent 
less than use. But, thanks to the 
big 
carryover, 
though 
certain 
grades may run short, there will be 
no general shortage of cotton — 
rather more than enough. The big 
question 
of 
supply 
comes next 
y< it*. Obviously, the old cotton belt 
w ill not produce sufficient. It is 
highly important to give the new 
cotton belt additional quotas. 
The law calls for a gradual tran­ 
sition which w ill let the newer 
cotton sections develop more of 
their capacity. This move toward 
cheaper cotton should mean prog­ 
ress and in view of the Korean 
crisis, which adds to burdens on 
consumers, it would be well to 
look at the law again with a view 
to speeding the shift to lower-cost 
production. — Christian Science 
Monitor.
